At a meeUug of the board of lady 
managers of Uie Church Home, held 
yesterday, the following report to Kight 
Rev. C. T. Quiutaid was read and ap- 
proved. Wuile very encouraging, it is 
a report that we hope will have Uie ef- 
fect of cumulating the charitably-dis- 
posed of Uie Episcopal church to re- 
newed efforts for Ihe noblest charity :

It is with great pleasure that I submit 
Uie usual annual report of t In - operations 
and present condition of Uie Church 
Home. Although it is now Uie eighth 
year of Its existence — which have been 
years of toll aDd difflcp'ty— it is Uie first 
year that I have 'elt Uie Church Home 
was on a permanent basis, and it now 
only remains to be properly nurtured to 
become one of Uie most useful church 
insUtutionsin Uie diocese. My absence 
from Memphis during a portion of tbe 
previous ecclesiastical year constrained 
me to resign my position as president of 
Uie board of lady managers, but being 
re-elected to Uie same place at the last 
annual meeting, I resumed my duUes on 
the first of May last. I found in our 
treasury two thousand three hundred 
dollars In cash, besides a fund of four 
thousand dollars Invested in gov- 
ernment bonds for our benefit, and 
feeling great solicitude Uiat this fund 
should be safely, judiciously and useful- 
ly Invested, I strongly advocated the 
purchase of a permanent location for our 
hmtituUou. A favorable ooportuulty 
soon occurred, and being authorized by 
the board of lady managers and the 
trustees having Uie government bonds 
in hand, ami with your approval, a pur- 
chase was made of very eligible proper- 
ty on exceedingly favorable terms, l'be 
property embraces seven acres of en- 
closed ground In Uie suburbs of Mem- 
phis, five of which are susceptible of tbe 
highest degree of cultivation for garden 
and other products. A large and com- 
modious brick dwelling, having four- 
teen rooms, outhouses, etc., situated lu 
a beautiful grove of forest trees fronting 
tbe main street. The five acres of ara- 
ble ground will uot only supply the 
Home abnudauUy with units and vege- 
tables, but after this year, when we get 
il under proper culUvation, will prove a 
source of considerable income to the iu- 
aUtution. Tbe purchase price of this 
property is ten thousand dollara, six 
thousand dollars of which was paid in 
cash, and the balance— say four thou- 
sand dollars— to be paid in equal instal- 
ments iduuing from one to ten 
years, with six per cent, interest. 
It is stipulated in Uie deed that the 
buildings, toge. her with tbe two acres 
of grounds immediately surrouuding, 
shall not be held or made liable for the 
deferred jmymeuts. We e'so bold a 
note for seven hundred dollara with 
real estate security, which was an ln« 
vestment so ne time ago for a building 
fund fur the Home. This note, when paid, 
will be appropriated to Uie liquidation 
of so much of t'ie deferred payment i 
above mentioned. Tbe building is uot 
so large as >he Canfield riylum, irom 
which we removed, but we hope in 
lime to make such addlUi-ns rt our 
wants or uecrwiUes may require at no 
great expense. 

The health of the inmates of the 
Church Home, aa you will see from ihe 
report of Dr. Moree, 's all Uiat could be 
wished, which I attribute to the watch- 
ful attention of the visiting physician, 
favored by our hee'thy location and tbe 
facilities for outdoor exercise, which 
they now enjoy. The Home was under 
the fostering care of Bister Amelia, of 
the Bisternood of Baint Mary, for n 
l>eriod of one year up to the thirteenth 
of October Irst, and to her we are 
much Indebted for the efficient manner 
in which she conducted the internal 
management of the institution, and it 
w»s a source of deep regret to us when 
she wrs called from ber arduous duties 
here to another field of labor. Bhe hax 
our warmest thanks for the work she did 
among us. Her mantle fell upon Mra. 
Randolph, who is now in charge of the 
institution. The children find in her a 
kind sail careful mother, who Is emi- 
nently qualified in evr-ry respect for the 
position she occupies. Although not be- 
longing to the sisterhood, she has de- 
voted her life to church work, aud will 
not r< reive any compensation from the 
orphan's fund even for her own support. 
A competent teacher has been employed 
during the ossl year to instruct the 
children, aim they are also being trained 
in domestic duties. We have only one 
hired assistant in the InstituUon, the du- 
ties required for the proper management 
of tbe Home being performed by the 
larger g'r'i, some of whom have been 
with us since the Home wr-s established. 

I herewith iiubmit tbe reports of tbe 
visiting physiciau, the secretary and the 
tret? sprer, from all of which you will de- 
rive accurate information of the present 
condition of the Home. It will oeseen 
that during the past ecclesiastical year 
we have bad tbe care and maintenance 
of sixty-five children, and have found 
and secured eligible homes for thirty- 
two of them. Borne have been legally 
adopted, aud others (the larger ones;, in 
their row homes, receive compensation 
for their services. Besidri these, we 
have given temporary shelter, food and 
eloUilug to sixty-seven destitute widows 
and children. The present number of 
inmates at the Church Home is thirty- 
five. 

The treasurer's report shows tbe 
amount expended during tbe past year 
to be about three thousand dollars, and 
this includes five hundred dollara for 
putliug our present Home in order, and 
three hundred dollars for a spring wag- 
on, horse and cart, which are indispens- 
able to us. And considering Uie neces- 
sity of Uieae and other outlays, and the 
number cared for at the Home, it is but 
just and reasonable to infer that the in- 
stitution lias Ix-en administered on an 
economical plan. We are not disheart- 
ened by the small amount of cash 
twenty-three dollars and seventy-live 
cents) as shown on hand at present. 
We rely upon the success of our daily 
exertions lor the means to carry on our 
v. <rk, and for improviug and beautify- 
ing our grounds as our means will just- 
ify; and I have an abiding fal'.h that 
we shall be sustained. In my long ex- 
perience I have never asked in vain for 
bread for tbe orphans. God in his mercy 
opens Uie hearts and bands of the peo- 
ple when the helpless and destitute cry 
for aid. Respectfully submitted.
